Stated That Number of Un- 
employed Men is Increasing 
Every Day. 


ALLEGE MEN WITH MONEY 
PREYING ON GENEROSITY 


Drastic Efforts to Be Made to 
Determine Those Entitled 
to Relief, 


The officials at the city hall wil 
soon have on their hands a_ bigger 
problem than was contemplated when 
the unemployed camp at the exhibitoa 
grounds was broken up last week, The 
following day not more than 75 men 
went out to work on the relief gangs, 
The next day this number increased 
to over 150, and has been steadily in- 
creasing every day since until it ts 
now up to 650 today, In addition to 
thls number there are 450 of the un- 
employed married men working on dif- 
feren gangs throughout the ctly, thua 
bringing the total up to 1,000, 

Deputy Commissioner Richardson 
reported to council that the relief 
fund of $25,000 would soon be exhaus\- 
ed, but is now preparing a statement 
of the amount of this that may .e 
capitalized or charged to the various 
utilities, As soon as this is ascertained 
it will probably be possible to credit | 
back to the fund such amount. How- 
ever, If this is not done the entire ap- 
propriation will be exhausted next 
Wednesday, and the city will have 
over 1,000 idle men on its hands. 

Numbers Are Increasing. 

Apparently, contrary to —_expecta- 
tions, the numbers are increasing} 
daily, Only yesterday over-100 for- 
elgners arrived in the ctiy from con- 
struction work on the G.T.P, Prac- 
tically all of these men applied for 
work at the city hall and were given 
employment. There is at the present 
time no way of distinguishing whether 
these men are without funds. and 
actually in need of work, and the gen- 
eral opinion Is that many of them haye 
funds and are taking this opportunity 
of preying on the city by working a 
little over three hours and drawing one 
dollar each day for this service. 

The situation has now assumed such 
enormous proportions that some more 
drastic efforts must either be made to 
determine who is and who is not en- 
titled to rellef work, or the city will 
continue to be flooded with men from 
all over the country who even see in 
this class of relief a soft thing. 

No New Work Found. 

Up to the present time the city has 
not found any new line of work for 
these men apart from the general 
brushing of streets and parks Jn the 
city, Last Tuesday evening the rep- 
resentatives of three Industries from 
Manchester on the south side appeared 
before council and pointed out where 
the ctiy could serve these industries 
with water, the lack of which is at 
present the cause of keeping 200 men 
at least from getting permanent em- 
ployment in these establishments. One 
of the largest of these industries is the 
Hdmonton Shoe & Leather Company, 
with a capital invested of well over 
$35,000. Their proposition is now in 
the hands of a committee who. will 
hear the representatives of these in- 
dustries when the matter is con- 
sidered, . 
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CREW ON ENGLISH 
STEAMER MUTINY;

Llyerpool, Jan. 23—Mutiny broke 
out on board the steamship Devonian 
shortly after she left Liverpool yes-

The outbreak was caused by trouble 
between the union and non-union sea- 
men, The crew was a mixed one, and 
n few hours after the vessel left port, 
the sailors refused to obey the orders

The captain thereupon decided to 
run back to Holyhead where tha 
steamer came into port with mutiny 
signals flying. A detachment of local 
police responded and arrested 19 union 
seamen,

According to his theory the © su 
discharges on the earth a mixture ot 
ions charged. with positive and negative 
electricity, but the megnetic poles coax 
the positlye portion to the polar reg- 
fons, where they are wasted giving 
pyrotechnic displays like aurora bor- 
ealis, while the warmer climes get the 
benefit only of the negative fons,” 

Shift Magnetic Poles. 

Ile, therefore advocates ‘shifting the 
magnetic poles of the earth, so as to 
get a greater share of positive electri- 
city in the upper atmbsphere, 

“Much could be done,” he said, “by 
placing a copper rod around the earth 
parellel to the equator, -which would 
discharge. millions of amperes, thus 
correlling the present climatic vagaries 
due to the waywardness of the mag- 
netic poles, 

"It would also correct the irrespon- 
sible action of trees under the action of 
sunlight which cause the trees to dis- 
eharge into the atmosphere negative 
electricity which ought to stay In the 
earth,” 

Build Generating Stations. 

In default of the copper bar, which 
would cost millions, Sir Oliver appeals 
to electricians to build powerful gen 
erating stations on high mountains and 
discharge all the positive — electricity 
they can produce into the air. 

“Something: is bound to happen, 
this is done,” he added.
